AN ORDINANCE CREATING THE POSITION OF VILLAGE FISCAL OFFICER
IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE PROVISIONS OF SECTION 733.262 OF THE
OHIO REVISED CODE.

WHEREAS, Section 733.262 of the Ohio Revised Code empowers this Council to create the
position of village fiscal officer in lieu of having the elected office of village clerk-treasurer, and

WHEREAS, it is the judgment of this Council that the interests of the citizens of the Village
of Georgetown will be better served through the creation of the position of Village Fiscal Officer;

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED by the Council of the Village of Georgetown,
Brown County, Ohio, two-thirds (2/3) or more of all members thereof concurring, that:

SECTION 1. Inaccordance with Section 733.262, Revised Code, there is hereby created the
position of Village Fiscal Officer.

SECTION 2. The salary to be paid the Viliage Fiscal Officer shall be in such amount and on
such terms as shall be hereafter determined by this Council

SECTION 3. The Village Fiscal Officer shall have those powers, duties, and functions as
provided by the general laws of the State of Ohio for the village clerk-treasurer and any other duties
consistent with the nature of the office that are provided for by municipal ordinance.

SECTION 4. This Ordinance shall be effective on the first day of January following the next
regular municipal election at which the Village Clerk-Treasurer is to be elected.

SECTION 5. So that no election for the office of Village Clerk-Treasurer shall be held after
the passage of this Ordinance, a certified copy of this Ordinance shall be filed with the Brown
County Board of Elections not less than one hundred five days before the next succeeding regular
municipal election at which the Village Clerk-Treasurer is to be elected.
